Theft  of  Energy  is  a major  problem  effecting  the  financial 
po  .cion  of  the  Andhra  Pradesh  State  Electricity  Board , n ov 
thw  Ajidhra  Pradesh  TRANSCO  [Transmission  Corporation  of  Andhra 
Pradesh  Limited)  substantially . Over  the  years,  pilferage/ 
theft  of  energy  has  become  rampant  in  both  urban  and  rural 
areas*  inspire  of  best  efforts , there  is  not  much  success  in 
eradicating  the  menace*  In  order  to  curb  the  menace  of  theft/ 
pilferage  of  energy,  the  Government  have  taken  a decision  to 
amend  the  existing  Indian  electricity  Act,  1910  suitably* 

In  order  to  have  speedy  trial  it  has  been  proposed  to 
create  special  machinery  by  way  of  Special  Courts  and 
Tribunals*  It  is  also  proposed  to  award  a deterrent  punishment 
to  offenders  Which  may  extend  to  five  years  but  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  three  months  and  with  fine  which  may  extend 
to  Re*  50,000/-  (Rupees  fifty  thousand  only)  but  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  Rs .
